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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

In view of Applicant's Amendment received 23 December 2005, amendments to the 
claims have been entered. Claims 8 and 10 are canceled. Claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1 are pending. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the major body has a threaded 
bore to connect the major body to a first counterpart" in lines 1-3, "first counterpart" in 
line 3, "a second counterpart" in line 9, of claim 1, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1, it is unclear which element applicant is referring to as "a first 
counterpart" in line 1 , and "second counterpart" in line 9? Therefore, examiner will examine the 
claim as best understood. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

With respect to claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1 the prior art of record does not show or suggest a 
ball-stud joint having stud, wherein a flange formed integrally around the stud to provide a 
surface coming into abutment against the second counterpart, the flange has flat facing toward 
the ball and a sloping side extending radially outwardly from the flat surface to an outside 
periphery of flange in such a way that the sloping side can come into engagement with slantwise 
bearing area on a lower die jig. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 23 December 2005, with respect to claims 1-7, 9, and 1 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims has been withdrawn. 
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However, the case is not in condition for allowance in view of the new grounds of claim 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph set forth above. 



Conclusion 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action, e.g. claim 1, lines 1-3, "a major body having a threaded bore adapted to connect 
the major body to a first counterpart" was not claimed in original claimed invention.
